The area theatre season 
brightened in time for Easter

opened Monday evening at 
ECJC is a lovely and delightful 
thing despite some sour notes, 
overacting, opening night jit¬ 
ters and bad manners from 
some members of the audience. 

I^et/s take the bad manners 
first since this not only 
distracted the actors but also 
annoyed those of us who went to 
see the show. Vulgar remarks 


from some audience members 
were totally uncalled for. This is 
a bad mark on the entire 
student body and I hope it will 
be taken care of for future 
shows. 

Possibly the sour notes, 
overacting and*unnecessary 
laughing of Bob Peebles could 
have been caused by the 
opening night jitters. Peebles, 
as Horace Vandergelder, was 
weak in the first act. How r ever, 
even when he became stronger 
as the second act progressed he 


never became Vandergelder. 
Had he not laughed so often 
perhaps his character could 
have emerged. His singing 
voice was fair and he could have 
been a fine Horace had he 
considered the character rather 
than how funny things were. 

As Irene Mallow, Jane 
Hollingsworth looked and sang 
beautifully. Her acting was 
adequate even though she in¬ 
sisted on covering her face with 
hand motions. Hopefully this 
will cease for the next per¬ 


formance. 

The best male performance 
by far was delivered by Louis 
Crenshaw as Barnaby Tucker. 
Louis was a true delight as he 
cavorted around the stage. His 
expressions were priceless even 
though he at times had a ten¬ 
dency to overact. This was also 
true , of Billy Gilmer. As 
Ambrose, Gilmer gave a good 
comic relief. Jimmy Gaines as 
Cornelius was adequate. Vickie 
Rushing gave a charming in- 
terpertion of Minnie Fay.
